(2] When fnfermaOon subject to a subpoena Is witliheld on a dstm thai 
it Is privilsged or subjacE to protection as triai preparation materiels, the dalm 
shati be made express^ and sha^ be supported by a dsscaiption of ihe nature of 
ths dcoimente, a)minynlcations, or things not prodL^:ed that is sufildsnt to 
enable tna demanding party to contest the dalm.
